By GEORGE HAMBLETON 
anadian Press Staff Writer 
LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 
16.—Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald of Great Britain today 
opened the much- heralded 
Lausanne conference on repara- 
tions and war debts with a call to 
swift and resolute action. 
“The world looks on,” exclaimed 
Premier MacDonald, “not only in 


need, but in impatience. My appeal 
to this conference is to fear nothing 
but weakness, to issue from these | 
council chambers and from else- 
where wherever further work is 
done, bold proposals which by their 
very character will command the 
support of the whole world.” 


LEADERS ARE THERE 

The leading statesmen of Europe 
were gathered as the conference, 
seeking to straighten out the icpar- 
ations tangle and meet the finanvial 
‘crisis in central Europe, got under 
way in the hotel Beau Rivage. | 
Sighteen nations were represented; 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand, France, 
Italy, Japan, Belgium, Jugo Slavia, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania, Greece, 
Poland and Portugal; Germany, 
Bulgaria and Hungary 

A few moments before he spoke 
Prime Min'‘ster MacDonald, on the 
motion of Premier Herriot of France 
seconded by foreign minister Dino 
Grandi of Italy, had been unani- 
mously elected chairman of the con- 
ference.

LONDON, June 16.—It is the duty}

FAIRNESS BOTH WAYS 
He emphasized that other Empire 
countries were entitled ‘o develop

BURNS AND SCALDS 

Every day people are burned accidentally; far 
too many of these burns occur at home and most 
of them could be prevented. Two common causes 
of burns occuring at home are hurry and careless- 
ness. 

I am going to make a list today of some of the 
ordinary ways in which thousands of people are 
burned. 
you can avoid the careless errors which others 
make. “An ounce of prevention is better than a 
pound of cure” can be forcefully applie@ to burns 
and scalds of all kinds. The pain from even a 
minor burn can be extremely unpleasant and a 
burn about the face or hands may levae a disfigur- 
ing scar for life. 

1—If you-clean clothes at home using gasoline 
or some other inflammable cleaner, do the work 
outdoors, keep away from fires and avoid rubbing 
the garments between the hands while cleaning. 

2—Keep boiling water out of the reach of babies 
and small children.

Id be kept at a sufficient dis- 
tance from the r so that a small child has no 
way of getting at them. Almost every daily paper 
carries an account of a child seriously burned while 
playing with matches. 

4—Starting fires with kerosene is dangerous. 

5—Whenever a fire of any type is going in the 
home be sure to inspect it from time to time. It is 
not a wise plan to leave food simmering while you 
leave the house for any length of time 

6—Open the oven door before lighting a gas 
even. This allows any gas which may have accu- 
Mulated to escape and prevents an explosion.

Be sure before you place 
them next to a patient that they are only moderate-

11—Adjust the hot shower before getting into the 
water; this will save you from scalding from too 
hot water. 4 

12—-A good plan is to have an clectrician inspect 
any amateur wiring done around the home. De- 
fective wiring may cause a fire when you least 
expect it 

13—When using celiuloid water waving combs 
for setting the hair keep the head away from any 
great heat as the combs ignite easily. 

14—Do not smoke in bed. « Bedclothes are casily 
set on fire by a smoldering cigarette stub, endanger- 
ing the life of the sleeping smoker. 

15—Protect open gas heaters, also fireplaces, alsa 
wood stoves used for heating with some sort of 
uard or screen. This would prevent many severe 
burns in ildren.

Burns vary a greet deal in intensity, some 
merely redden the flesh, others raise blisters, while 
deep burns destr the real skin, the nerve endings 
t the muscular fibres, and leave 
behind them. The danger of com- 
such as pneumonia or pleurisy from 
severe burrfs is great. When a serious burn occurs, 
call the doctor. Ordinary burns may be treated at 

washing with sterile water and then 
vaseline, Unguentine, or Carron oil, which 
you may secure at a drug store. Carron oil is good 
for use on sunburn, or any other type of burn.

While the population of Canada increased 11 per cent 
from 1923 to 1929, the production of Canadian whisky and 
other distilled liquors increased 445 per cent. Advanc- 
ing prices had nothing to do with it. The increase is in 
volume. The value increase would be still higher. 

Why should liquor manufacture increase so much in 
Canada. Flour manufacture only increased 6 per cent in 
the same period. Most of our popular whiskies come 
from Scotland. The increase has largely been in Cana- 
dian rye. 

Well, on January 16, 1920, prohibition came into effect 
in’ United States, by thé will of a majority of states, but 
against the will of a majority of voters. By 1922 the 
bootlegging business was well organized. Most of the 
Canadian rye found its way across the border by circuitous 
sea routes. 

Doctored on the other side it appeared as high class 
Scotch liquor under forged labels. Even at that it was 
better than the rot-gut moonshine that burned out the 
eyes of those who took it. 

Now the distilling trade is so well organized in US. that 
it supplies not only its own market, but sends alcohol out 
to be smuggled into Canada. 

Brought up as I was in a generation that attended Bands 
of Hope, and by scientific temperance education in the 
schools was taught to touch not, taste not, handle not, the 
allegedly unclean thing, I know of nothing more tragic 
than the loss of all the good gained through moral suasion 
and education, by the well-meant efforts of those who 
thought they could make people moral, according to their 
own pattern, by Act of Parliament.

“Wher, Christ was here on earth, 
said Dr. Scott, in opening his ad- 
| dress, “He went about teaching, 
preaching and healing the sick, and 
that is just about the same kind of 
work medical missionaries are doing 
today in India.” He said, however, 
that of re-ent years the work was 
being divided more among those es- 
| pecially trained for each of these, 
fields of missionary labor, as hospi- 
tal work and visitation of the sick 
gave the medical missionary littie 
time for the educational and evan- 
gelistic program. While state hospi- 
tals were in operation in the district 
where he labors, Dr. Scott said the) 
relation between the state and the, 
mission hospitals was most cordial,| 
| many of the higher families bring- 
; ing their sick to the latter for care. 

Dr. Scott had a number of most in- 

teresting pictures taken in the daily 
| round of his work among _ India’s 
| suffering people, and as he showed 
| these he gave a vivid sketch of the 
,; physical conditions .under which 

much of his work was done. He 
intimated that some of his earliest 

experiences were pretty much “a 
| nightmare” when he had absolutely 

no trained assistants, and those 

whom he had to press into service 
| knew nothing whatever of steriliz- 
, ing, antiseptics, medical cleanliness 
| or hospital technique; but as the 
| workers were taught and trained 
| the tasks became a little easier 

Even yet it is not possible tc fol- 

low any such rigid regime as is 

practised in western modern hospi- 

tals, one reason being that relatives 
of the sick are allowed to come to 
| the hospital, and in turn these as- 
sist in the nursing and the cooking 
; of food, this last being almost nec- 
| essary since their caste system will 
| not allow them to eat food prepared 
| by a foreigner. In Dr. Scott's hos- 
pital last year some 10,000 patients 
' were treated, while thousands more! 
received outside care. Caste is to 
some degree weakening its hold, 
| and young Hindoo women are being 
trained as nurses, three having 
| graduated last year. The ordinary 
| diseases familiar in Canada are 
| found there, but the more malig-!} 
i nant types of disease, such as ma-| 
laria, leprosy, cholera, bubonic 
plague, and cancer, ere very preva- 
| lent, and it is difficult to persuade) 
the people to observe the necessary 
rules of sanitation, hygiene, and so/ 
on, sufficiently to curb the dread- 
ful mortality due to these. 

| In closing, Dr. Scott reminded 
{his hearers that the world today is 
too small for anyone to think that 
| India or any other part can suffer 
without affecting the whole, and he 
appealed for understanding sym- 
pathy and assistance that would help 
jin this great work of medical mis- 
sions. 

| The next, and annual, meeting 
will be held in September, when of- 
| ficers for the coming year will be 
elected.
